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Highway Funds 
(San Bernardino Telegram) 


Two proposals having to do with good 
roads in California will appear on the ballot 
at the general election in November. One 
of.them should be heartily supported by the 
people of Southern California and the other 
should be firmly opposed. Proposal No. 8, 
if approved, will do full justice to Southern 
California, while Proposal No. 4, if it sue- 
ceeds, will work an injustice in Southern 
California, whose results will be suffered for 
many years. 

Proposal No. 4 is sponsored by Northern 
California, where its chief benefits would be 
derived. It proposes a gasoline tax of three 
eents per gallon for the next ‘twelve years, 
but it does not set forth any system or method 
by which the money aceruing therefrom shall 
be expended. It does not assure the com- 
pletion of the present state highway system 
although it is generally agreed by road ex- 
perts that the present highway system, which 
was carefully thought out, should be com- 
pleted. It does not require that the money 
must be spent upon the present state high- 
way system, which means that it would be 
possible to add more political roads and that 
important highways already begun but not 
finished may be ignored. 

The injustice of this measure to Southern 
California lies in the cireumstanee that it 
does not assure the adequate development of 
state highways in the south. Fifty-eight per 
cent of the registered automobiles in Cali- 
fornia are in the south and the southern part 
of the state thus pays 58 per cent of the 
registration fees and of the present gasoline 
tax, yet only 34 per cent of the state highway 
system is in Southern California. Although 
it is estimated that a three-cent gasoline tax 
will raise over $125,000,000 in the next 12 
years, Southern California will receive only, 
under the existing system, $42,500,000 of this 
sum, although $72,000,000 of this total will 
have been paid in the south. 

State Highways Measure No. 8 originated 
in Southern California and provides a method 
for raising and expending money for high- 
ways that will be just to all parts of the 
state. It appropriates $5,000,000 a year for 
12 years from any money in the state treas- 
ury. Of this amount, 75 per cent is allocated 
to the completion of the main trunk lines, 
county seat laterals and interstate connec- 
tions, thus insuring their early completion. 
By this measure state highway construction

This effort to provide for a sound logical 


program of building and maintaining high- 


ways in California ought to have the support 

of every citizen. The state cannot attain 

proper development without it.
